Council Meeting 

The monthly meeting of the coun¬ 
cil of the Rural Municipality was held 
at Marsden, on Monday, February 2nd 
the reeve and all councillors being 
present. 

The minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were read and confirmed. 

With reference to election fdr 
councillor for Division No. 1., no nom¬ 
ination having been received in time, 
it was decided to hold a second nom¬ 
ination meeting at Marsden, on Feb¬ 
ruary 23rd. 

Re the application for alteration in 
boundaries of divisions one and six, 
the secretary read a letter from the 
Dept, of Municipal Affairs, stating that 
this could not be agreed to. 

Regarding the reply of the Dept, to 
the council’s request for an appro¬ 
priation for main roads, east and west 
the secretary was instructed to write 
to the Dept- stating that the state of 
the main road between townships 44 
and 45 affected the mail route, the 
council being in receipt of a com¬ 
plaint from the postal authorities, and 
■ that the location of the railroad was 
a secondary consideration. 

Mr. L. Swanstrom presented a pe¬ 
tition from a number of ratepayers in 
the western portion of the municipal¬ 
ity, requesting that the proposed Main 
Road be carried further West than or¬ 
iginally intended, so as to conntct 
with the Meridian, and a committee 
consisting of Councillors Coe, Lawson, 
and Mitchell-, to go over the proposed 
* -TtJlifer^Srr.' Swanstrom being_notified, 
so as t 0 be able to accompany them 
and explain the wishes of the ptti- 
tioners 

It was resolved that the Reeve and 
the Secretary be authorised to sign 
notes, cheques, etc., for the current 
year on behalf of the Municipality. 
The question of financing was discuss¬ 
ed and it was decided that a credit 
of $30,000 would be necessary for the 
eurrentyear’s expenditure and it was 
decided to arrange for loans t 0 that 
amount, $5000 of this for seed grain. 

Reference two acres taken for road¬ 
way on the S.E. 33-46-23, it was re¬ 
solved to award compensation to the 
owners a rate of $20.00 per acre, and 
cheque for this amount passed accord¬ 
ingly. 

A letter coimplaijning of the bad 
state of the roads leading to the Battle 
Valley Schoolhouse was read and 
tabled for attention at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

Weed Inspectors were appointed for 
the coming season as follows:.-

3. Except as prescribed or restricted 
by law or by this By-law or other by¬ 
law or by-laws of the Village, it shall 
be lawful for animals to run at large 
witrin the said Village and no person 
within the said Village and no person 
shall be liable to an action for tres¬ 
pass in respect of any animol at large 
under the provisions of this law, unless 
the lands or premises trespassed upon 
are enclosed by a lawful fence. 

4. Any animal found at large or 
trespassing upon any lands or premis¬ 
es enclosed by a lawful fence, com- 
trary to the provisions of this By-law, 
shall be liable to be impounded and 
sold according to the provision of 
this By-law unless the damages, ex¬ 
penses and fee s be sooner paid. 

5. Nothing in this By-law shall pre¬ 
vent any person from waiving his 
rights under this By-law and taking 
action to recover compensation in any 
court of competent jurisdiction from 
any person owning or having the cus¬ 
tody of any animal through which any 
damage has been caused, contrary to 
the provisions of this By-law. 

6- There shall be established in the 
Village a public pound or pounds with 
a poundkeeper for each whose remun¬ 


desire to have appraisers appointed 
the poundkeeper shall forthwith apply 
for the appointment of appraisers as 
in section 12 hereof a.nd thereafter the 
provisions of section 12 as to appoint¬ 
ment, view and award shall govern. 
The appraisers shall be allowed fees 

as set out in section 12 hereof- If the 
l 

amount of the apppraised damages 
equals or exceeds the amount claim¬ 
ed by the claimant then the amojmt of 
the appraisers’ fees shall be paid by 
the, owner or retained from the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale of the animal or an¬ 
imals, but if the amount of appraised 
damage^ shall be less than the amount 
claimed by the claimant then the ap¬ 
praisers fees shall be paid by the 
claimant o r retained out of the amount 
due him as appraised damages) 

2. If the owner shall not within 
three days from the receipt of the no¬ 
tice that a claim for damages has been 
made inform the poundkeeper of his 
desire to have appraisers appoinfed, 
the claim and the amount thereof 
will be taken to be admitted and there 
fore shall be treated as appraised 
damages. 

3. In case such owner is not known 
and such owner '"or person notified 
shall not within ten day s after the 
posting or delivery of the notice re¬ 
ferred to in sub-section (1) hereof ap¬ 
pear ot the pound and release the an¬ 
imal so impounded by the payment of 
the ’ appraised claim for damages the 
poundkeepers fees and mileage and 
allowance and the appraiser’s fees 
where the same are due under this 
By-law the poundkeeper shall cause 
to be inserted once each week for two 
consecutive weeks in some newspaper 
circulated in the Village a notice in 
the following form:

eration shall be such fees and charges 
as he shall be entitled to under the 
provisions of this by-law. 

7. The said pound shall be for the 
impounding of animals at large or 
trespassing contrary to the provisions 
of this or any other bylaw of the 
Village which said impounding may 
be done by any person other than the 
poundkeeper. 

8. Whenever any animal is im¬ 
pounded -it shall be the duty of the 

<» 

poundkeeper to etain same until the 
owner or owners thereof shall have 
paid the fees and damages, if any 
claimed for the trespass. 

9. Whenever any animal has been 
confined or distrained by any person 
under the provisions of this By-law fo r 
the purpose of impounding the same 
if the owner of the animal or some 
person in his behalf pays or tenders 
to the person seizing or Having charge 
of such animal before same has been 
actually impounded the charge for 
which the said animal has then become 
liable, under this-by-law, the person 
having charge of such animal shall 
deliver up the same to the owner or the 
person tendering the said charges on 
his behalf. 


10. Nothing contained in this By¬ 
law shall deprive the owner of any 
animal impounded of any action rem¬ 
edy or right that he may have at com¬ 
mon law or otherwise by reason of 
the same being unlawfully seized di- 

I strained or impounded- 

11. Any person who leaves open 
any gate or lets down any bars or 
makes a gap in -any fence for purpose 
of permitting any animal to trespass 
or who otherwise causes any animal 
to trespass shall be guilty of an in¬ 
fraction of this By-law. 

12. Any person claiming any dam¬ 
age for trespass by any animal im¬ 
pounded may at the time of the im¬ 
pounding of such animal, de¬ 
liver to the poundkeeper a statement 
in writing, showing the nature and 
amount of his demand, and any person 
failing to deliver such statement at 
such time shall have no resource to 
the provisions of this By-law as to 
the collection of damages- 

13. Upon the receipt of such state¬ 
ment the poundkeepsr shall, if the 
owner of the animal tie unknown to 
him, apply to the Reeve or to any one 
of the,Councillors of the Village or to 
the nearest Justice of the Peace who 
is hereby authorized and required to 
summon three disinterested inhabit¬ 
ants of ijie Village as appraisers , and 
such three appraisers or any two of 
them, shall, within twenty-four hours 
afte<r being summoned as -aforesaid 
view the ground on which the animal 
or animals wert found doing the dam¬ 
age and appraise the damage com¬ 
mitted and the determination of a ma¬ 
jority of the said appraisers shall be 
conclusive as to such claim and the 
amount therof, and they shall within 
twenty-four hours after having made 
the view give in writing to the pound- 
keeper a statement of the amount of 
the damages assessed by them and 
said amount shall be the -amount to be 
collected from the owner or to be re¬ 
tained by the poundkeeper from the 
sale of the animal or animals as ap¬ 
praised damages. 

13. If the owner of any impounded 
animal is known to the poundkeeper 
as the owner of such animal the 
poundkeeper shall forthwith deliver at 
or mail by registered post to the ad¬ 
dress of such owner a notice in the fol¬ 
lowing form:

Village of Edgerton 

By-law No. 4 

A By-law of the Village of Edgerton 
to Restrain and Regulate the running 
at large or Trespassing of Animals. 

The Council of the Village- of Ed- 
gerton enacts . as follows; — 

In this By-law unless the context 
otherwise requires. 

(a) "Animal” means any head of 
cattle, horse, jsheep, goat, swine, or 
poultry. 

(b) “Cattle” means any bull, cow. 
ox, heifer, steer, or calf- 

(c) “Horse” means any horse, 
mare, gelding, colt, filly, ass or mule.

BAKED APPLES A LA RUSSE 


Cook together one cupful of sugar 
and one and one-half cupfuls of water 
for five minutes. Select six apples o£ 
regular size and rosy appearance; cut 
off a slice at one end of each apple 
and scoop out as much of the centre 
as possible, leaving deep cup-like 
shapes.
